There are numer- 
ous examples in which candidates have been elected In spite of strong news- 
paper opposition and In which candidates have been beaten with the strong- 
est advocacy of the best papers. There was an instance of the latter kind in 
»w York when Low was beaten, although supported by all the papers In 
New Tork, except one. Out in Ohio Mayor Jones was once elected at n time 
when the newspapers had refused to mention his name. 


This In quite natural and even logical in political contests in which the 


pleadings of party organs are ignored by all the elements to which such 
organs are opposed. 


On other matters the readers of the press are more disposed to he guid- 


ed by editorial opinion. Indeed the press exercises apart fiom politics a 
potent Influence in moulding public opinion, not only through the editorial 
columns, but through the treatment of news, the presentation of public ad- 
dresses, sermons and 
expressions 
of opinion by prominent men.

There nre. numer- 
ous examples In which candidates have been elected In spite of strong news- 
paper opposition and in which candidates have been beaten with the strong- 
est advocacy of the best papers. There was nn instance of the latter kind in 
New York when Low wns beaten, although supported by nil Ihe pipers hi 
New York, except one. Out In Ohio Mayor Jones was once elected nl n time 
when the newspapers had refused to mention his nnme. 


This la quite natural and even logical in political contests in which the 


pleadings of parly organs are icnorod by all the elements lo which such 
organs are opposed. 


On other matters the readers of the press are more disposed to be guid- 


ed by editorial opinion. Indeed the press exercises apart from politics a 
potent influence in moulding public opinion, not only through the editorial 
columns, but through the treatment nf new?, the presentation of public nd- 
dresscs, sermons and 
expressions 
of opinion by prominent men.

When one looks at it and then views the bed of the Merrimack. the thought 
must invariably suggest Itself that It would be a good thing lo have :, ,.,,m- 
pnny like Ihe Locks and Canals to clear the channel nnd permit the frrr flow 
of the water Into the Mf.rrlmack. For sanitary reasons If for 
no 
other 
it 


would be good policy to clear the channel of the river so as to prevent the 
rftfntlon of filth 
which pollutes tho air along the banks. 
The 
condition 


nf this river below the Lowell Rendering worka. located upon Its baiika. la 
highly objectionable. It l» llmo something w'oro done to make Is smiii-thlng 
better than an open sewer. The matter dumped Into Ihe river nt (he Render- 
Int work", together with Ihe sewngo from vnrloua lines of sewers and tho off 
•conrbifts of the mills, make Ihe lower porllon of the Concord a menace in 
«h« health of the. city.

difficulties of carrying on a groat pub- 
lic movement, under such conditions 
as that! When, two years ago I vis- 
ited America, that system was in full 
pwinff in Ireland. 
"We came here 
and 


asked for assistance to fight that sys- 
tem. "We 
KOt assistance, and we so 


strengthened our organization that in- 
side of 12 months 
we swept coercion 


from the face of Ireland. 
You will 


ask how we did It. In every parish in 
Ireland, we orsanUed our people 
in 


the United Irish league. In every par- 
ish in 
Ireland, 
too. 
meetings were 


called. For every meeting suppressed 
by 
the police, we summoned :t dozen 


in the neighborhood all around. 
For 


every man put in prison, 
we had a 


dozen ready and willing to take 
his 


place.

that 
coercion

arousing the spirit of the Irish people, 
that it was strengthening our organi-
